II, OPERATIONAL CONSIDERATIONS 

Am 1, High CDU official who does some feiloe-sitting rather than follow 
his Berlin party colleagues into a dear denunciation of the 
Sovzone party machine ; active in Berlin anti-Communist youth 
organization. 

2, Shares apartment with a man suspected of being a British 
intelligence informant} lives in large apartment house, in 
which Nadolny has an apartment. 

3, Anti-fasoist bourgeois. 

4, Leads. modest life, apparently manages on patty income, 

5, Pro-Western CDU leader. 

3. May be useful in intelligence activities, but not for sabotage 
purposes. Has excellent background of subversive work (acquired 
in Nazi times), but might choose to support his own party’s under- 
ground activities (if such should be carried on) rather than work 
for Western Allies exclusively, (Perhaps in similar fashion as 
I8K activities against Nazi Germany d uring W II; they gave us 
Come info, but did not disclose details of their operations.)
